JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The latest advices from Yokohama by the mail received to-day 
are to the 13th June. The outward mails from this of the 9th, 
17th, and 23rd April were received on the 31st May, 4th, and 11th 
June respectively. The Japan Herald gives the following’sum- 
mary of news :— 

The most interesting news we have to give relates to the com- 
mencement of operations against the pirates in Yedo. After the 
attempt to cut out the Stonewall on May 5th, the Mikado’s fleet 
ascarabled in Awamori Bay, and thence proceeded to Esashi, the 
farthest point from Hakodadi which the enemy had reached. 
Esashi was taken without difficulty on the 22nd, and arrangementa 
were then made to move against Matsmai. A body of troops was 
sent overland, while the bulk of the force, on board the fleet, pro- 
ceeded to the attack by sen. The land detachment was met 
withal, however, in the mountains by Enomoto’s men, and, taken 
at some disadvantage, suffered a repulse, with a loss of about 
sixty killed and wounded. Meanwhile the fleet reached Mats- 
mai, and on the 28th, after an hour’s bombardment, stormed it, 
the garrison being pursued to some distance. Matsmai is about 
sixty miles from ikodadi, and as the Japanese appear to be still 
ignorant of the importance of rapidity of action in war, we have 
not yet heard of the assault on the latter place, but it was ex- 
pected to take place on the 4th inst. The Albion steamer was 
sent up from Awamori Bay, by orders of the Government, with a 
request that all Foreign residents would leave the port for a time, 
some few days before the attack on Esashi, and the majority did 
80. About fourteen remained behind, however, and having hoisted 
the flags of their respective nationalities upon their houses and 
; peers were in hopes of being spared in the bombardment. No 

oubt pecpes compensation will be given for any loss of Foreign 
property, but the experience of Canton has taught merchants 
that it is better to save, if possible, than toclaim. The rest, with the 
women and children, were in Awamori Bay when last heard of, some 
on board the Aléion and others on board the English, French, 
and American men-of-war. The gunboat Dove went up a few 
days ago to Hakodadi, so that we are in hourly expectation of 
getting reliable information of the further progress of the Im- 
perial forces. Of the rumours of news said to have come down 
overland it is, of course, not necessary for us to take any notice. 
There seems no reason whatever to doubt of the ultimate success 
of the Mikado’s troops. They are in great, in overwhelming force, 
and as the behaviour of the pirates during their short occupation 
of Hakodadi and Matsmai not been such as to ingratiate 
them with the people, they have no hold on the island of Yedo 
whatever, and with the fall of Hakodadi the whole trouble will 
cease, and peace be universal in Japan. 

While on the subject of the restoration of peace, we may men- 
tion a curious proof which has come to our knowledge of the 
truth that few people are better fitted, apparently, to bear with 
equanimity the vicissitudes of fortune than the Japanese. 

We have lately heard of three instances of adherents to the 
Tokugawa clan, one a small Daimio, the other two Hatamotos, 
who, instead of committing such an absurdity as harakiri, have 
bent to the blast of evil fortune, and, having lost all their pos- 
sessions, are content to seek a livelihood among the lower ranks 
of the people. One, who had saved a little money from the wreck 
of his fortune,is a pawnbroker in Yokohama, another is a sweet- 
meat maker in Yedo, and possessing a wife or concubine of great 
talent in arranging evening entertainments, has established a 
co! of singing girls and posturers which is rising rapidly in 

ublic favour. A third is a servant in a Foreign store in the 
oreign concession at Yedo. How are the mighty fallen! _ 

We are glad to be able to state that ample apology was given 
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by the highest personage in the State himself for the insults suf- 
fered by Captain Stenhope and Mr. Consul Robertson on the To- 
kaido. As it proved that the train which met them was in at- 
tendance upon the ladies of the Mikado’s Court, nothing more 
could be demanded beyond the apology, but the terms of this were 
most full, and, as we said in our last, such precautions have been 
taken against arepetition of outrage against Foreigners, that the 
Tokaido is as safe as the New Road. ; 

We regret that'weare unable to announce, at the same time, 
the detection and punishment of the men who have lately at- 
tacked Frenchmen in the streets, nor of the incendiaries who 
attempted to fire the French Legation. These outrages were, 
doubtless, the work of isolated fanatics, whom it is very difficult, 
if not impossible, to discover, aegis) in the absence of any, 
even the faintest, clue. We have recently pointed out the ex- 
treme danger to Japan of a collision, or even of the threat of a 
collision, with France, and there is no doubt that the Mikado’s 
Government would very severely punish the perpetrators of these 
outrages if they could be caught. ae ‘ 

The important question of the currency is still occupying 
the attention of the Foreign and native authorities. Having 
established the Mint at Osaka, built premises, and erected ma- 
chinery, the Government naturally objects to its removal to Yedo ; 
but, on the other side, it is considered of such paramount im- 

rtance that it should be here, where it can be under the imme- 

iate control of the Imperial Treasury, instead of being left to 
the care of subordinate officers at a distance, that we may consider 
it certain that this difficulty will be overcome. With regard to 
the other demands of the Chamber of Commerce, no change has 
taken place in the intentions of the Government since we last 
wrote on the subject. 
> The Committee in charge of the Municipal Reform question met 
the Foreign Ministers last week, and are believed to be satisfied 
with their reception ; but they await nowa written reply to their 
memorial. 

We hear from Hiogo that on June 1st another sale of land on 
the Foreign concession took place. We see, and with pleasure, 
that only in very few instances did the lots go for much above 
the upset price of eight boos per tsubo. The exorbitant price of 
the land allotted to us for our residence in this country is one of 
the best founded and heaviest grievances we have to allege against 
the Japanese. 

Mr. James Sinclair Downie, of Yokohama, has been charged 
before this Court, for having, contrary to the Treaty, proceeded 
into the country beyond the limits, without the necessary per- 
mission, and assaulted the Japanese officials when in the execution 
of their duty. The cage was heard before Mr. Robertson, and the 
sentence was stoppage of permission to proceed beyond Treaty 
limits for a month. 

On the 7th instant (says the Japan Herald) the smartest shock 
of earthquake that has been felt in Yokohama for some years 
startled our worthy citizens. The vibration was so great as to 
set chandeliers, &c., swinging at a sharp pace for some minutes, 
and we haveeven heard that the movement of clocks was arrested by 
the motion. We are informed that portions of one or two scaffold- 
ings or sheds were thrown down, but believe that no accident has 
resulted. It would be interesting to know the extent of the shock. 

From Hiogo we learn that the P. and O. steamer Sultan has 
been sold for the sum of 70,000 dollars. The purchasers are 
Messrs. Aspinall, Cornes, and Co., the enterprising agents of the 
P. and O. Company at this port. 

A Nagasaki correspondent, ciliary, Sarr date of the 4th June, 
atates that the great bridge between Desima and the Foreign settle- 
ment has been washed away by @ heavy rain storm, and one Ja- 
panese drowned, 

THE LOSS OF THE “HAYA-MARO.” 

The cy sim Gazette gives the following account of the loss of the 
steamer Maya-Maro, between Hiogo ba | Yokohama :— 

The Haya-maro was steaming at a speed of about fourteen 
knots, and when two hundred yards to the castward of Plymouth 
Rocks she struck violently on a sunken rock. After striking, the 
vessel grated, surged to and fro, and suddenly stopped—but for 
an instant—from the shock. Captain Hill then gave orders to 
run her in shore, but the moment she was clear of the rock, or 
three revolutions afterwards, the stem took the water and she 
went down bodily in about forty fathoms, At the moment she 
struck nearly all hands were on deck, but perfect discipline and 
coolness were maintained, there being only a rush to the boats on 
the part of the Chinese. Captain Hill was calmly giving further 
orders in the hope of saving his passengers and cargo, when he 
was accosted by the chief officer, who said:—*“ You had better 
look after yourself, Oaptain Hill ; it is all over with the vessel.” 
To which the brave man replied, “Never mind me ; look after 
yourself” —and a few moments later was engulphed with his ship. 
One boat was lowered, and got away in safety from the reek 
picking up those of the survivors whom they could find and then 
making for the shore, their progress being, however, slow, as they 
were pulling but two oars. 

Some went overboard with the violence of the shock j one of 
the survivors was seated on the deck with Mr. Wainwright, and 
went down with the vessel, but fortunately came u again un- 

, and managed to swim clear of the wreck. - Ee then en- 
deavoured to make for the shore, but the current setting out ren-

dered this apparently impossible ; so, reserving his strength, he 
kept himself afloat for some time on an oar that had been given 
him in the water by one of the officers. At one time he was pulled 
under the water by some poor soul struggling for life. The other 
passenger who was saved was also pulled under water in the same 
manner, and twice nearly drowned. They remained in the water 
upwards of an hour, and at the moment when exhaustion was 
overpowering them, were picked up by the boat which had put 
off again from the shore to the rescue, 

To resume our own account, the survivors being now all afloat 
search was made on the beach for anything that might have washed 
up from the wreck, but nothing was found except a bale of eot- 
ton yarn, by means of which the chief officer had floated fora 
considerable time towards the shore, when he also was picked up. 
Two large native boats were procured, and the coast for three or 
four miles on either side of the bay was carefully explored, but 
without any result. A landing was not made, as the sendoes did 
not like to take their boat into the surf; but a yaconin, who was 
despatched to make inquiries, reported that the villagers knew 
nothing whatever of the wreck, nor had bad seen anything wash 
up on the beach. About four o’clock the Otago weighed anchor, 
and being joined by those who had been engaged in the search 
along the coast, headed for Yokohama, where, with colours half- 
mast, she arrived about six o’clock. 

The rock on which the vessel struck was found to be about six 
feet below water, and about two hundred yards to the eastward 
of the Plymouth Rocks, with deep soundings all round it; the 
same account is given of it by the native fishermen, who added 
that at high tide it is covered by twelve feet of water. It is sup- 
posed to be the spot where the Vepaul struck, two or three years 
ago. We believe its position is not defined on the chart, there 
being merely “shoal” marked in the vicinity of the Plymouth 
Rocks. When examined there were marks where the steamer had 
struck and shattered the rock.

PEKING. 

Dates from Peking are to the 8th June, and farnish the follow- 
ing intelligence :— 

The great North and South gates of the Inner or Prohibited 
city (in which is situated the Imperial residence) are undergoing 
extensive repairs. There were several slight falls of rain during 
the latter part of May, but the showers have not been sufficiently 
copious to much improve the now almost desperate condition of 
the crops. The weather is becoming hot, the thermometer having 
been up to 94 degrees. 

It is understood that a gentleman competent for the task is 
busily engaged in the preparation of a pamphlet on the Bur- 
lingame Mission. Some interesting developments, not calculated 
to ere that Mission in a very favourable light, are confidently 
looked for. 

The Gas Works have come into operation at last. This event 
took place on the 17th. At present, Mr. Commissioner Hart and 
the attachés of the Customs are alone favoured with this western 
method of illumination ; it is to be hoped that the pipes may be 
speedily extended, not only to the various Legations, but to the 
houses of the native aristocracy, and the Imperial palace itself. 
As might thave been expected, the erection of so conspicuous and 
singular an object as the chimney created considerable alarm 
among the Chinese living in the neighbourhood, causing them to 
fear a serious disturbance of the fend shut. 

The Peking College is a failure. Prince Kung was in favour 
of it, but it appears that other and powerful mandarins have suc- 
ceeded in literally asphyxiating it. It is almost likely, too, that 
its untimely fate may have a deleterious effect upon the Anglo- 
Chinese schools established by Government in other places. 

A Tientsing letter of June 12th says:—About three hundred 
river junks have been built here to carry the tribute of rice to 
Peking. They are all of the same pattern, and neatly built. 
Hitherto it has been usual to press boats into this service, and 
these new government vessels will be a great relief to the 
boat owners. It is not likely, however, that many will be able to 
get up the Peiho for some time to come, from the want of water 
in the river. The harbour of Tientain is blocked with vessels from 
the same cause.

SHANGHAI, 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Sanenas, June 17, 1869. 

The P. and 0. steamer Ottawa arrived on the 7th inst. with the 
English mail of the 23rd April, and telegrams to the 15th M ay. 
Yesterday (16th) the Chamber of Commerce received via Kiachta 
a London telegram to the 25th ult. 

The docks here have had a busy time of it for the last fortnight. 
Muirhead’s dock was fully engaged by a Russisn corvette ; the old 
dock had the Niger and a large ship ; Boyd and Co.’s dock was 
perpen by a steamer and a barque ; and Farnham’s dock had 
another vessel. These, all at the same time, have kept the local 
engineers and artisans hard at work. On the 12th the steamer 
Niger came out of dock, where she has replaced her two-bladed 

ropeller, broken in the Yangtsze, by a three-bladed one supplied 
y the steamer Jide. : 
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In my last letter I told you that the P. and 0. Company had 
reserved 300 tons of space in the Malacca for new teas. None of 
our shippers, however, availed of the opportunity, and a few 
muster chests alone went forward. 

At Hankow, up tothe 1st June, the ‘settlements were about 
75,000 chests, a half of the arrivals. The finest chops for the 
Russian market fetched extreme rates, but on the whole prices 
were ten taels lower than last year. The Chinese are ve 
anxious to sell, but I am happy to say that Foreigners, althoug 
anxious enough to buy, have not made fools of themselves. On 
the 7th the Five Queen aud Hona arrived, the former bringing 
19,050, and the latter 10,500 chests, followed next day by the 
Plymouth Rock with 13,500 chests. On the 8th the Ent King, 
i had loaded at Hankow for London direct, arrived at 

usung, and attempted to leave on the following morning. Her 
cargo was 1,223,000 lbs., and as she was to have been the first to 
leave, and as her backers were confident that she would make the 
run home in 70 days, it was thought that she would land the first 
of the new season’s teas. However, after leaving Wusung she 
‘went ashore on the south side of the river, near the wreck of the 
Hellespont. Tug boats and lighters were at once sent down, but 
the latter were fortunately unnecessary, as with the assistance of 
the Sampson tug she got off at high water, and steamed away on 
the morning of the 10th. Beside her cargo she had on board the 
first batch of Chefoo gold miners, deported for the piratical attack 
on the Russian barque Amur. 

The ship Forward Ho left Shanghai on the 10th inst., with the 
first cargo from here, and I believe the first from China. She was 
followed on the morning of the 12th by the Eliza Shaw, which was 
towed from Hankow by the Tunsin. 

The Huntley Castle was towed down by the Moyune on her last 
trip, and was left on the 13th outside Wusung. The race between 
her and the Forward Ho will therefore probably be a close one. 
The steamer Agamemnon left Wusung on the 15th with 3,500 
tons of tea, the largest cargo that ever left China in one bottom. 
The Titania left on the 16th, the,second of the clippers from 
Shanghai. 

The &.8.N. Company’s steamer Hangchow brought down 23,000 
packages of tea on the 12th instant, from Hankow, and on the 
14th the Fusiyama arrived with 16,000 packages, followed on the 
16th by the Fire Queen, with close on 24,000 packages. 

The silk market opened on the 9th inst. at Tls. 440 for Red 
Peacock, or 23s. 9d. to 263. 2d. Last telegraphic quotations were 
23s. 6d. 

At the first meeting of the French Municipal Council for the 
ensuing year, held on the 4th inst. Mr. E. Bonneville was elected 
president, and Mr. F. B. Forbes, vice-president. 

A meeting of the members and shareholders in the Club was 
held on the 11th inst. to consider the difficulties into which the 
institution has fallen. Nothing however was done beyond appoint- 
ing a committee to consider all questions relating to the Club that 
may be submitted to them. 

A meeting of the Sailors’ Home Committee was held on the 7th 
inst. The business was of » purely formal character. The work- 
ing of the institution for the year past showed a profit of 
Tis. 7.88. 

Serious disturbances have taken place in the north-western dis- 
tricts of this province. Several rebel spies have been seized at 
Boochow, and the existence of a powerful and wide spread anti- 

Government league is more than suspected. ie 

The following is from the Evening Courier :— 

“It is very difficult to get to the bottom of the massacre of 
Christians which took place some time ago at Yu-yang (chow)— 
net Yun-yang (hien), as some of the’papers had it, which is a town 
on the Yangtsze, some twenty miles above Kwei-chow foo. Yu- 
yang is in the south-eastern part of Szechuen, close to the borders 
of Kwei-chow and Hunan provinces. Ill blood had been stirred 
between the native Christians and the authorities, and quarrels 
had been brewing for three years at least. The mandarins were 
jealous of the influence of the Christians, and professed to re- 
gard them as disaffected subjects. Some disputes about 
money or property arose, to which some of the Christians were 
parties, and the mandarins failing to do them justice, the 
matter seems to have been taken up by the whole body, with 
a Foreign priest for {their advocate; but no progress was made 
towards a settlement ; on the contrary, the parties only became 
more irreconcilable, until about the end of last year violence 
was threatened by the party opposed to the Christians, who ap- 

ed for protection to the mandarins, and on being pooh-poohed 

y them, afterwards united for self-defence and aahed themselves 
On this the mandarins announced to them that since they had 
chosen to take the law into their own hands they must not look 
for protection from the authorities, who thereupon washed their 
hands of the business. On hearing this the Christians disarmed, 
and again threw themselves on the protection of the mandarins, 
but the latter, only desirous of embarrassing the Christians, 
would take no further notice of the affair, and indeed were sup- 
posed to be the real instigators of the, whole business. But how- 
ever that may be, the house which was used as a church, and in 
which many of the Christians were, was attacked by night by their 
enemies and burnt. Thirty-nine bodies were got out of the ruins, 
that of M. Rigault (7) being found without head or limbs. This 
was in January last, since which time the feud has raged with 
little intermission, and with considerable slaughter on both sides. 
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The Taoutai of Chunking was sent to the scene, which is ten days’ 
qoumey from Chunking, by the city of Fu, and up the river Keen- 

eang, or Kungtan; but he had returned without having done 
anything apparently, and another massacre of fifty Christians— 
or a fight in which fifty were killed—had taken place since the 
Taoutai’s visit. The Keaneh Bishop of Eastern Szechuen and the 
Taoutai of Chunking are now at Chingtu conferring with the Vice- 
roy on these affairs. 

“Tt is evident that there remains a great deal unexplained in 
the above account, which is exparte to a great extent, and it isa 
fact of grave significance that during these troubles, or at all 
events very recently, 10,000 new converts are said to have been 
enrolled by the missionarics in the district, avowedly to benefit by 
the protection afforded by the Christian society. If that is true, 
the jealousy, and even alarm of the mandarins are not so unpar- 
donable. 

“The Chinese have it that [public opinion is against the Chris- 
tians ; that they are overbearing, and assume exceptional privi- 
leges on account of their being under the quasi protection of Forei 
governments; that in the particular dispute which occasioned the 
recent outbreak the Christian party were in the wrong, and that 
they shed the first blood. The natives, however, have great faith 
in the influence of the French bishop, who is regarded as a man~ 
darian of very high rank, and is always styled Ta-jin. From 
what quarter soever the notion comes, it undoubtedly exists that 
the Bishops in the interior of China are in some way the repre- 
sentatives of the French Emperor, and that it is very inconvenient 
to quarrel with them.” 

Apropos of this, M. Dabry, acting French Consul-General, has 
protested against Romish missionaries being represented as poli- 
tical agents ; but itis almost needless to say that his protestations 
have not altered public opinion on the subject. 

The members of the Yangtsze exploring party reached Hankow 
on the 30th ult., and Shanghai on the 12thinst. They report very 
favourably of their reception everywhere, and upon the probable 
demand for larger supplies of Foreign goods than at present reach 
Chunkang. 

The Evening Courier mentions a report that Mr. Taylor, of the 
Chinese Inland Mission, has been attempting to proselytise in 
Pootoo, and has been very rightly inhibited by H.B.M. Consul. 
This island, as is well known, is exclusively inhabited by Bhud- 
dhist priests. Such an injudicious step would go far to justify the 
sich on Mr. Taylor’s Mission that have been lately passed at 

ome. 

At Peking and Tientsin (says the Courier) the common people 
talk openly of the time when Foreigners shall be expelled from 
the country, and there is evidently an impression among them 
that a real blow is shortly to be dealt. The strengthening of the 
Takoo forts, which are only useful against Foreigners, no doubt 
leads to this idea. As for rebels, nothing has been heard of them 
in these regions since the celebrated escapade of Mr. Burlingame, 
who, it will be recollected, came, and conquered, but did not see 
the rebels, 

It is announced that the Pacific Mail Company intend to push 
their Japan line, now that the P. and O. Company and Message- 
ries Imperiales are apparently abandoning it. Another steamer, 
the Oregonio, bought up from the opposition company in San Fran- 
cisco, is to be sent over here at once, to take her place in alternate 
trips with the ew York and Costa Rica; so we shall, after her 
arrival, have a regular communication with Yokohama, via Naga- 
saki and the ports of the Inland Sea, three times a month. 


HONG KONG. 

The outward P. and O. mail of May 7 was delivered in Hong 
Kong on the 17th June; and the French mail of May 15 (with 
London telegrams to the 23rd) on June 23. The present home- 
ward mail left on the 24th June. 

The Daily Press says :—“ Very little has oceurred in this colony 
since the departure of last mail. The unfortunate Min case has 
again come forward, application having been made here for an 
order for the refund of the amount, according to the decision of 
the Privy Council, together with the costs and interest. The claim 
for interest was not allowed, on the grounds that it should have 
been applied for to the Privy Council. The money is in the hands 
of the official assignee of Lyall, Still and Co.’s estate, and judg- 
ment is reserved in the application for its refund from them. 

“The Chamber of Commerce has not yet expressed any opinion 
regarding the question of transit dues, concerning which Sir Ru- 
therford Alcock recently sent them a despatch. This has resulted in 
a measure from the indisposition of Mr. Bryans, the chairman, who 
has recently resigned and gone north.” 

The following ominous announcement is from the Daily Press :— 
“It is stated that an impression is gaining ground among the 
Chinese that they are on the eve of some serious demonstration 
with respect to Foreigners in the country. Rumours, it appears, 
have got abroad that the Emperor of China has issued orders to 
the effect that ‘all the English’ shall be expelled from the king- 
dom. The Chinese who come in contact with Foreigners merely 
mention the circumstance as a rumour ; but the fact that any im- 
portance is attached by well-informed Chinese to a statement 
which in former years would have been considered preposterous, 
is not without its significance. It seems thatthe unsatiafactor

easy to understand that the argument may be readily carried by 
the native mind to the conclusion that Englishmenfwill be expell 
from the country.” 

On this the China Mail has the following remarks :— Our morn- 
ing contemporary gives currency to @ rumour, which is by no 
means strange, that the Chinese generally believe they are on 
the eve of serious difficulties with ‘Foreigners in China. The 
rumour is not strange, because*Foreign presses have been availed 
of to expose to the natives the humiliating course of policy which 
our Government seems bent upon adopting. Now we are sincere 
advocates of a ‘free press,” whether in Chinese or any other lan- 
guage ; but we decidedly object to parliamentary discussions, sum- 
maries of home news, and telegrams being placed, by the aid of 
native type, in the hands of half-educated Chinese just as they 
appear in home papers, or even condensed, and hence garbled. 
To the Chinaman brought up under a despotic Government, whose 
intentions are only promulgated when finally decided upon, by 
whom public debate and what we term ‘ an opposition’ is unknown, 
the bold announcement of Earl Clarendon’s intentions as to re- 
calling Mr. Gibson and apologising to the Chinese cannot but have 
an effect most injurious to Foreign interests. The stock adage about 
telling the truth may be carried out too far. We do not, for 
instance, confide to our young children all the passing events in a 
family, although the future interests of the children may be 
powerfully affected thereby; the doctor does not explain his 
practice to his patient. Neither should we furnish political 
news to the Chinese public at large, who are politically children, 
and we are surprised that greater care is not exercised. It is ex- 
tremely injudicious, not to say disloyal to one’s country, to hold it 
up to native contempt when it is well known that it is impossible 
to balance the indiscretion by affording a perusal of the articles 
in British papers and magazines which so essentially modify indi- 
vidual opinion amongst Foreigners.” 

The following items are also from the Mail :— 

Some curious news reaches us from Canton. As our readers are 
aware, the 14th was the anniversary of the celebrated Dragon 
Boat Feast, which is usually observed as a carnival by the lower 
class of Chinese. Hitherto the day has passed over without an- 
noyance to Foreigners, but on the arrival of the &S. Poyang 
a mob was found to be besieging the wharf with brick-bats and 
stones. The following account of the-disturbance is furnished by 
@ correspondent :— 

“ A mob of the lower class of Chinese attacked the H. K. C. and 
M. 8. B. Company’s Wharf at Canton on Monday afternoon with 
stones and brickbats, and demolished the windows and doors of 
the engine-house on the wharf, besides ceeraprien the steamer 
Poyang, which was lying alongside the wharf at the time, some 
of her windows and shutters being broken. Mr. Mayers, II.M. 
Vice-Consul, was immediately sent to, and at once despatched 
the Consular constable with six Chinese soldiers to quiet 
the mob. They, however, were unable to do anything, the 
mob stoning them away. Shortly afterwards Mr. Mayers 
himself, with some fifty Chinese soldiers, appeared on the spot, 
but tho mob was too strong even for them. More soldiers 
were sent for, and very fortunately the Chen-to, Captain Edwards, 
came up the river at the time, and a reinforcement of fifty sailors 
from her was sent to the support of these soldiers. The mob 

seemed in no way inclined to give way, but stoned the last comers 
as readily as the others. Finding that peaceful action was use- 
less, Captain Edwards, well supported by his lieutenant, Mr. Ro- 
bertson, gave orders to charge with fixed bayonets, and before this 
movement, executed with unmistakable vigour, the mob dispersed. 
Two were captured, and it is said that one or two were drowned, 
besides others receiving some severe bruises, &c. A guard was then 
placed on board the Poyang for the night, and no further dis- 
turbance occurred.” 

Mr. Mayers will doubtless receive orders to apologise to the Chi- 
nese for declining to be stoned. Captain Edwards will of course 
be hanged. 


The festivities in commemoration of the two hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary of the foundation of Batavia passed off remarkably 
well, No disturbances took place, although there were not want— 
ing alarming and disagreeable rumours, among both Europeans 
and natives. These latter were no doubt set on foot and promoted 
by parties concerned either ores or indirectly in the Bakassie 
riots ; but the Government was well prepared, and the disaffected. 
gained no advantages, save the creation of alarm and annoyance, , 
which prevailed more or less both previous and subsequent to the 
festivities. 

Bapa Rama, the head centre of the late disturbances in Java, 
has at last been taken; he was seized on the borders of the 
Tangerang division, near the post station of Pesing. If he escapes 
now it will be miraculous indeed. 

On the 14th June his Excellancy Major-General Ord, Gover- 
nor of the Straits Settlements, accompanied by his lady, a 
secretary, and an bi bag arrived in the Roads here, by the 
Petho, Captain Fox. The British Governor was greeted by a salute 
of seventeen guns, as also by H. N. M. guardship on service and 
by the Welkomst battery ; and his Excellency and suite were 
accompanied from the landing place, the Government Hotel, by a 
commission, consisting of the Resident of Batavia, the local mili- 
tary commander, & secre of the Government, and the Harbour 
Master ; as also by Colonel J. C. Rappard, adjutant of H. E. the 
Governor. 

From Anjer we hear that the English ship Miss Preston, Cap- 
tain Davies, which sailed on the 20th February from Sunderland, 
laden with coals, destined for Singapore, had sunk on the 12th inst. 
at Tanjong Silowang Cheringin district. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
— 
SINGAPORE. 

From this port we have ‘advices to the 2nd July. The outward 
mail of May 21 was recezved on the 23rd June, with London 
telegrams to June 18. The following summary of news is from 
the Straits Times :— 

Politically speaking, the fortnight has been very nearly s blank. 
There has been no meeting of the Legislative Council, his Excel- 
lency the Governor being still in Java, where, according to all re- 
ports, he is receiving a right royal reception. Whatever short- 
comings may have to be charged against our Dutch neighbours, 
that of want of hospitality is not one of them, and the manner in 
which Governor Ord is being entertained there makes us recall 
with some self-reproach the rather niggardly welcome which it 
has been customary to accord to Foreign potentiaries visiting or 
passing through this place. What progress his Excellency is 
making with the business part of his visit we cannot gather from 
any of our Java contemporaries, who seem to be ignorant that any 
political object is involved. We must hope, however, that the 
vexed question of Dutch aggression on the North-east coast of 
Sumatra will be for ever set at rest, and that the mutual recri- 
minations on the subject which have heretofore so plentifully 
adorned the newspaper writings here and in Java will have no 
existence in time to come. 

The only public measure which appears to be pressed on at pre- 
sent is the Contagious Diseases Bill, which, being in Committee, 
has received the evidence of the chief medical authorities of the 
place ; but how far the measure may be modified by that evidence 
has yet to be seen. The question of a reconstitution of the Legis- 
lative Council of the Settlements, as brought before Earl Gran- 
ville by the Straits Association in London, still occupies atten- 
tion here, but there has, as yet, been no opportunity for a 
public expression of opinion on the subject. A good many 
considerations must be carefully weighed before the community 
here commits itself to a recommendation ; but, no doubt, the 
Straits Agsociation of this place will be able to enunciate ere]

Colombo being an open roadstead, we cannot hope to have our 
mails landed here, not at least until that distant era when we can 
afford to spend 8 million sterling on a first-class breakwater. To 
have them landed at Trincomalie, distant three days by steamer, 
and with which there is very imperfect communication by land, 
would be most inconvenient, and involve great expense to the 
island. Such being the case, we felt and expressed ourselves natu- 
rally pleased that the Imperial Government, though it will not 


directly incur the expense of the works necessary for improving 
Galle Harbour, is yet willing to lend the money on easy terms to 


the colony, authorising this Government at the same time to le 
such a due on shipping resorting to the port as will fully make up 
the annual sum n for payment of interest and to form a 
inking fund for paying off the debt in thirty-five years. 

The Secretary of State having decided the cases of the European 
gentlemen removed from Kornegalle during General Hodgson’s 
administration, their cases were not open to reconsideration by 
Sir Hercules Robinson ; but his Excellency lost no time in doing 
justice to Mr. Jayetilleke. Although his successor had been 
appointed he’was at once restored to his office. There was, in 
truth, no specific charge ever preferred against him. 

Major-General Renny has got fairly into harness, and after in- 
specting the troops at Colombo did the same at Galle. The inspec- 
tion there finished, Colonel Gawlor is to come to Colombo, to take 
command of the head-quarters of his Regiment, vice Colonel 
Burne, gone to Europe. 

It seems to be now certain that from the lst of January, 1870, 
the accounts of Ceylon are to be kept, like those of India, in 
rupees, annas and pice.

Soft Bar has advanced 10 cents; Hoop is firm, as last advised ; Lead and 
Steel are unaltered, while stocks of the former are smaller; Tin has 
further receded in value 50 cents per picul. Quicksilver shows no mate- 
rial change. Coal: Sydney has become comparatively scarce, and the 
quotation has slightly improved. Arrivals have been 6,586 tons Welsh, 
1,800 tons English, and 1,100 tons Sydney. Sales have been 1,800 tons 
English, on credit, at $9.50, and 793 tons Welsh at $10 25, ex ship. 

Batavra.—Dutch White: Very little demand, and hardly any trans- 
actions, with ample stocks. Unbleached not in much inquiry, sales very 
trifling ; English White somewhat neglected; Unbleached in no demand. 
Shirtings: Dutch White only saleable in small quantities; Unbleached 
saleable; English White, some qualities inquired for; Unbleached, 
trifling transactions. Cambrics: large stocks, and dealers well provided ; 
prices not well maintained. Drills: Dutch quiet, on the coast in better 
request; English in some demand, blue neglected. Jaconets: Plain, 
nothing doing ; Printed, fine patterns saleable. T. R. Cloth still without 
inquiry; Dyed Cloth saleable; Prints in limited inquiry, only suitable 
styles saleable; Mule Twist, very emall demand; Turkey Red, transac- 
tions still limited; Green and Orange, in little request ; Sewing Thread, 
saleable ; Butticks, stocks still ample, and only salcable at low rates. 
Blankets : Woollen, limited inquiry; Molton, no demand. Iron: Swedish 
slow of sale; English, unsaleable; large sales of damaged by auction. 
Steel: Market supplied. Sheet Copper not in much request. Zinc: sheet 
and Spelter, little demand, prices unaltered. Lead: sheet unsaleable; 
Pig wanted. Iron Nails: Good assortments find ready buyers. Copper 
Nails: No transactions. Tin Plates, trifling iequiry. Coals: English 
and Australian, ample supplies. Flour: American, no demand; Datch, 
stocks and dull of sale. ; 

Sincarore.—The business done in nearly all imports during the fort- 
night bad been small. Buyers were holding off in prospect of lower rates, 
to which holders were disinclined to submit. Gray Shirtings had been 
placed to a small extent, at a little under the rates of last mail for some 
weights, 8} Ibs. at $2.80 to 2.75; 7 Ib, at $2.45 to 2.424; 6 Ib. at $2.10. 
A conditional sale of 8,000 pieces, 8} Ibs., to be brought from Java, at 
$2.50 per piece cash, bad somewhat discouraged buyers ; but sales were 
atill made at quotations. Madapollams remained without much alteration ; 
sales of 8 lbs. goods at $22 to 21.50. In T-Cloths business limited, but 
rates pretty well maintained; 44 Ibs. $1.50 to 1.47$; 5 Ibs. $1.60 to 
1.57} ; 6 Ibs. $1.80 to 1.75; 7 Ibs. $2.124 to 2.10. Drills still in request, 
sales of 12 lbs, English $854 to 86 per corge, and of 14 Ibs, at $93}. 
White Shirtings neglected, and sales small at a decline of 5 to 7 cents per 
piece on fine goods. Imitation Irish Linens in less demand; sales at 
$2.174. Cambrics in moderate inquiry. White Figured Shirtings in 
more request ; salea of Spots at $2.85 to 2.90 In Dyed Goods the busi- 
ness done had been limited. T. Ked Cambrics in less inquiry. Cvloured 
Yarns had been sold to some extent; and for Green, Yellow, and Imperial 
Red rather better rates had been obtained. Grey Twist maintained its 
value ; sales considerable; 18s. to 22s. at $115; 248. at $120 to 1224; 
BOs. at $119 to 1224; and 40s. at $128 to 131 per bale. T. R. Yarns bad 
been placed to a moderate extent, at previous rates. Metals quieter. No 
sales of Scotch Iron reported, but a small sale of Swedish had been made 
at $3.40. Rose Nails had been placed to some extent at $8.65 to 3.70 per 
cask; Pig Lead L B at $6.55 per picul; Swedish Steel at $3.70 to 3.90 
per picul, For Yellow Metal lower rates had been accepted—sales at $224 
to 23. Coals had continued to arrive in large quantities.

Yoronama.—About two thousand piculs of the new season’s Teas had 
arrived, and were offered on the market ; but the high prices asked pre- 
clude the possibility of business being done in the face of continued un- 
favourable advices from Ameriva, and it cannot as yet be said that the 
market haz been opened. A few small parcels of Good Medium grades bad 
been settled for the Californian market at $33 to 34 per picul; beyond 
this there is nothing to report, In the absence of any business of import- 
ance quotations remain quite nominal. 

SHANGHAI.— Black: Musters of the new crop Congous began to be 
offered freely on the 6th June, but no disposition to open the market was 
shown till the 11th, when business was commenced by the settlement of 
one chop at Tis. 26; a second chop at the same price completed the tran- 
sactions for the day ; but subsequently a steady business had been done at 
irregular prices. Fully 20,000 chests had found buyers, though the market 
book, from which the statistics are taken, only shows settlements to the 
amount of 13,540 chests. Settlements for the fortnight, 18,540 chests. 
Re-shipments on owners’ account new Tea, 22,038. Stock, 180 chops, or 
84,538 packages. Quotations (duty paid, Exchange for Credits, 6 months’ 
sight, at 6s. 13d. per tael, and Freight at £4 per ton) :—Ningchow, fair to 
good, 1s, 6d. to 1s. 83d. Oopack, 1s. 6d. to 1s. 9d. Green: The market 
for New Pingsuey Teas was opened on the 12th June by the settlement of 
one chop at Tis. 36 per picul, but no further business in new Teas had 
been reported. The stock consisted of 4 chops or 2883 $-chests Pingsuey 
(new Tea) and 8500 $-chests Shanghai- packed (uld.) 

Hankow.—The following is from Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.'s 
Report, dated June 12:—Throughout the past fortnight a steady business 
bas been done, settlements reaching 63,00U chests, and 10,000 half-chests. 
For a few days after date of our last, attention was directed to the finest 
Teas, which found ready buyers at from 27 to 80 taels, one or two crack 
chops realising from 82 to 85 taels, and as these grades became scarce, buy- 
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viously neglected could be bought from 4 to 5 taels reduction on opening 

rates; it is in these classes that the bulk of the business has been done. 

Common kinds of Oopack, although offered at low prices, have been much 

neglected, as also Shuntam Teas, which have been offered at taels 13 per 

picul without finding buyers. Teamen, although anxious sellers, and 
willing to make considerable concession in price, have, during the last week, 

shipped heavily to Shanghai for sale, rather than submit to the heavy loss 

invulved by accepting current rates; their shipments are now 55,500 chests, 

the first shipment made by them last year being on June 23. The quantity 
of fine Tea which has come forward is much smaller than last year, and is 

now almost all gone. The first chops of Oanfas have improved considerably, 
and although still inferior to last year, we think many of them will rank 
at home with the finest Teas of the season. It is in these Teas that tam, 
best value has been obtained during the past week. The chops now arriv- 
ing from this district are much mixed with inferior leaf. We would men- 
tion that the chesta are on an average 10 per cent. to 12 per cent. smaller 
than they were last season. Prices have been very irregular, which has 

in a great measure been caused by the unusually large number of needy 
sellers amongst the natives. We quote good medium to fine, 23 to 26; 

medium to good medium, 18 to 22 ; common Oonam and Shuntam Teas, 
13 to 18 taels per picul. Settlements from 28th May to date:—8,500 
chests, 1,000 half-chests, at (Ex. 6s. 2d. and £4 Frt.) 1s. 4d. to 1s. 6d. per 
Ib. ; 13,100 chests, 420 half-chests, at 1s. 6jd. to 1s. 73d. per Ib. ; 24,800 

chests, 2,200 half-chests, as 1s. 8d. to ls. 93d. per lb.; 11,700 

8,300 balf-chests, at 1s. 10d. to 1s, 11$d. per Ib.; 5,500 chests, 3,100 

half-chests, at 1s. 113d. to 2s. 23d. per Ib. 

Foocttow.—Measrs. Kinnear, Larken, and Co.’s Report, dated June 19, 
is as follows: —The arrivals of new season's Teas to date amount to a very 
considerable quantity, but as vet no purchases have been made beyond a 
few parcels of dust and siftings for ‘‘ flooring chops.” The quality of the 
crop of Congou is undoubtedly inferior to the average of former seasons, 
the bulk of the Teas being much’ mixed with old leaf, and consequently 
deficient in character and briskness, Tis applies to the Kaisow, Sew 
Moo, Sinchune, and other high country Teas, as well as to those from the 
lower districts, and the half-dozen ‘‘ crack” or ‘‘ curio fine” chops of pre- 
vious seasons scarcely reach the standard of * first-class Kaisow,” while 
the proportion of fine and finest grades is equally limited. The Chingwos 
and other light Pekoe flavoured kinds are comparatively free from admix- 
tare with old leaf, but lack the strength which is essential in high class 
Teas, and are likely to lose on the voyage the fine and delicate flavoar 
which they possess at the present time, although they are better made and 
have a handsomer and more closely-twisted leaf than the Teas from other 
districts. Of true Pak Lings, there are few or none beyond those prepared 
under contract, the bulk being mixed with Pak Lum and other inferior leaf. 
Sar Yunes with few exceptions are much mixed with old leaf, and are 
consequently inferior in quality. Upon the whole the crop of Congou is 
less dusty than last season, but the Teas are badly made, and having an 
open and insufficiently twisted leaf are liable to ripen too quickly, ard to 
a consequent depreciation in quality on the voyage. Souckongs: Sup- 
plies have not yet come to band from the districts where the true kinds cf 
this description are produced, and we are consequently unable to report 
upon the quality of the crop. Ovolongs: Arrivals have taken place to a 
considerable amount. The Teas are less dusty, but are rather deficient in 
strength and pungency, although comparing favourably with the crop of 
last season. Scented Teas: A considerable number of samples have been 
shown, but we refrain from giving an opinion upon the general quality of 
the Teas until we have seen more of the crop. Flowery Pekoes: Arrivals 
so far are not of desirable quality. Up to the present time a wide 
difference has existed between the respective ideas of buyers and 
sellers, the Teas, as a rule, costing so much in excess of the prices 
which most people can afford to pay for shipment to England. 

Amoy.—No business bad been done, and no disposition had been shown 
to begin operations in new Teas. Arrivals bad been about 6,500 packages 
Congon, 1,500 packages Orange Pekoc, and 850 packages Ooloongs. The 
qulity of the Congou was thought about equal to that of last season, and 
the Tea is reported to have been bought in the country at reasonable 
rates, though the teamen were demanding prices mach in excess of fo- 
reigners’ ideas. From the Ooloongs to hand no opinion could be formed 
of the crop. 

CanTon.—Teamen were still holding out for high prices, though stocks 
were accumulating, and heavy advances against same would shortly have 
to be met by them. Foreigners were firmly and steadily refusing to 
operate, or even make offers for any parcels at all. Added to the heavy 
stocks considerable quantities of second-crop leaf were stored in the pack 
houses not made up. Some lots of old Teas had been taken, intended, it 
was thought, as &voring chops for vessels on the berth for London; these 
settlements comprised 2,500 half-chests aad 1,000 boxes Canton-packed 
Conguus at Tls. 14 to 16, 3,000 boxes Gunpowder at Tis. 12 to 17, and 
300 boxes Amperial at Tls. 18. 

SILK. 


Yorouama.—Influenced by a desire to clear ont before the new season, 
dealers had accepted easier terms for their remnants of hanks, and the 
whole of these had been cleared from the market. The remaining stock, 
almost exclusively Oshu, was still held firmly. Settlements, 250 bales; 
stocks reduced to 800 bales. The weather continued favourable, and a 
few bales of new Silk were expected by the end of June. 

Suanaitat.—The followins is from Mesers. C. J. Skeggs and Co.’s 
Report, dated 17th June :—The new season was opened on the 9th instant 
by the purchase of a few bales Red Peacocks at Tis. 440, and Ne. 2 
Fatmow Hainins at Tls. 480, there being only about 400 bales on the 
market. Since then about 1,500 bales have arrived from the couatry, 
but until yesterday buyers showed very little disposition to opera 
Then, however, Chuoping’s chop was taken at Tls. 655, the equivalent of 
293. 7d. laid down in London, and a considerable business ensued at very 
irregular prices for ordinary Silke, of which the settlements are chiefly 
composed. A few of the more notable chops are reported to have been 
placed as follows:—Choopings, No. 3, Tis. 555; Dragon and Ya-kee, 
Tls. 645 to 550; ‘‘ Donkey” and “ Sun-E-Tah,” Tis. 540; and Blue Flag, 
Tis. 620. In Hainins No. 2, “ Fatmow,” at Tis. 460, and an extra fine 
parcel of Yacufans et ten tacls higher. There are no Tayssams dewa 
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yet, but a few very common Skeins are said to have fetched Tls. 360. 
The Silk all round is decidedly inferior to last year’s. The settlements are 
estimated at 1,000 bales.

COLOMBO IN 1869. 

Ir appears that thriftiness and godliness go together in 
Colombo, for the Savings’ Bank occupies a part of the build- 
ing denominated St. Peter's, which is the English church in 
the port. The building, which in outward appearance re- 
sembles a barrack or store, was built by the Dutch, and the 
English have contented themselves with it. Now if there is 
anything the English, asa rule, pride themselves on, it is a 
sightly building standing on a clear space, which can be 
pointed to as the Church of England. At Penang, Singapore, 
and Hong Kong this has been attended to, and the indiffer- 
ence shown to this important consideration in Colombo is not 
creditable either to the Governors or the community. At 
present this godown-church is under repair; indeed, it is 
tumbling down, and service is held in a barrack—this in 
1869! Outside the town there are some pretty little Mission 
churches, and one built for the Cingalese converts, which 
resembles one of our suburban churches in the vicinity of 
London, and isa credit to those who designed and built it. 
The cemetery on Galle Face is in a forlorn and neglected con- 
dition, notwithstanding that it contains the remains of 
English people who have died here during the past fifty years. 
It has not a path one can walk on, but grass runs wild over 
all. The gate is a tottering wooden affair, lashed with 
rope, and the railing of canes. A neat iron railing with 
gates would not cost much, and the sooner it is provided the 
better for the credit of the town. Mr. Brooke Baitey, the 
chaplain, has charge of the place, but we presume the 
negligence does not lie at his door. The community 
have long complained of the old walls of the fort 
(built by the Dutch), which confines them and raises the 
temperature ; but the fiat has not yet gone forth for their 
destruction. As a means of defence they are useless, and 
why they are allowed to occupy ground which is much re- 
quired for building purposes, and might be made a source of 
profit to the Government, is unaccountable. In Bombay they 
have been down long since. It would appear, judging from 
the general condition of the town, that the same policy we so 
much condemn in the Dutch rule reigns supreme with the 
various Governors who have been in Ceylon for the past 
fifty years. The whole town wants renovation. Look at 
the building containing the Custom-house and searchers’ 
offices or shanties ; look at the landing-place, and the yard 
adjoining the Customs ; are they what one expects to see in 
an English colony of seventy years’ standing? Let the Col- 
lector of the Customs and the Master-Attendant see to it, 
and never cease to agitate until these departments are reno- 
vated. At present a visitor can only exclaim, Is it possible 
that these broken down filthy places are under the charge 
of Englishmen? There is no gas or water supply, no town 
hall or club, no market or seamen’s home. Hong Kong 
and Singapore had all these years ago—why is Colombo go far 
behind? It is to be hoped that when these improvements are 
carried out they will be done in a more creditable manner than 
the buildings erected for the Supreme Court, which are mean 
and unsightly, the Court-room itself being the poorest thing 
of its kind in all the East. Even in Penang the Court- 
room is far superior. The site is good, and the building 
might have been an ornament to Colombo. It isa relief, 
amid all this chaos, to find that the barracks and officers’ 
quarters are much better than in many other places, 
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We cannot lay all the blame of all these shortcomings on 
the Governor. He cannot be insensible to these things, but 
he is of course hampered in a thousand ways, and needs the 
assistance of others to urge on improvements. Ifhe obstructs, 
then be it on his head ; but we fancy Sir HercuLEs Ropinson 
is not likely to adopt that attitude. The unofficial members 
of the Council would more fully discharge their duty towards 
the community they represent by attending to these things. 
Let them, moreover, never cease to urge on the Government 
the injustice done to the colony by the imposition of such an 
enormous military contribution as £160,000 per annum, 
which at the present moment is said to be in excess of 
the actual cost of the whole military force on the island. 
Why should Ceylon be so imposed on, whilst other colo- 
nies do not pay one-half the cost? When the measure 
was proposed by the Home Government (GLADSTONE was 
the propounder of the scheme) it was never intended to 
be more than a contribution towards the expense. If the 
colonies are to pay the whole cost, then they must be 
allowed to say what their requirements are, and not be 
forced to have a larger strength than they wish. The pay- 
ment of £160,000 out of the small revenue of Ceylon is so 
preposterous that we cannot understand how the community 
sit under the injustice. It is a question for every tax-payer 
in the place, and it should be treated as a distinct matter. A 
cause is often lost by being coupled with other things. Gene- 
ral charges against Governments are of no use, and seldom 
succeed, A memorial ought to be drawn up on this subject 
alone, and presented by members of the House of Commons 
who have some knowledge of Ceylon affairs, assisted by late 
residents who may be in England. 





THE STRAITS POLICE. 

Awmona our items of intelligence by last mail from Singa- 
pore it is reported that Mr. THomas Dunman, who has been 
so long Commissioner of Police for the Straits Settlements, 
is about to return to England on leave of absence, and mach 
interest is felt as to who is to take the place of that highly 
valuable and efficient officer. It is not expected that Mr. 
Dounman will return to the colony, although professedly coming 
home on leave, and this gives additional interest to the nomi- 
nation of the Acting Commissioner, it being supposed that, who- 
ever he may be, he will have the benefit of the GovERNoR’s 
support with the Colonial-office ; and there are whispers that 
his Excellency intends the appointment to go to a near rela- 
tive of his own. We hope that this is not the case, as it is 
quite impossible that Captain Orp—who, during his brief 
residence in the Straits, has been doing duty at Malacoa—can 
have acquired the necessary experience for the due discharge 
of the important duties of Commissioner of Police for the 
Settlements, From all we oan learn the appointment that 
would give most satisfaction to the community would be 
that of the Hon. CuarLes BusHE PLunket, who was Deputy 
Commissioner of Police both in Singapore and Penang 
for several years, and succesefully discharged the duties of 
the office until he was appointed, in 1864, to be Ma- 
gistrate and Commissioner of the Court of Requests 
in Penang. He acted in the discharge of these duties 
until the latter part of 1868, when he was appointed 
Acting Registrar of the Court in that Settlement ; but, in- 
stead of being confirmed in that appointment, he was super- 
seded by a gentleman from Mauritius, nominated by the 
Colonial-office. Mr. Piunxet has proved himself a useful 
public servant, and it is evident that his fore lies in the 
police duty ; and it is to be hoped that the circumstance of 
his belonging to a Conservative family will not prevent Lord 
GRANVILLE from giving due consideration to his claims, 


REPRESENTATIVES of the Egyptian Steam Navigation Com- 
pany, the Azizieh, have just arrived in Florence to treat with 
the Government about starting a line of steamers between 
Alexandria, Brindisi, Venice, and Trieste. The company, it 
is eaid, are prepared to adopt a tariff 20 per cent. lower 
than that of the Austrian Lloyd’s. The opening of the Suex 
Canal is rousing commercial men in Italy to the necessity of 
multiplying points of contact with the East, and thus securing 
a due share of the benefits which cannot but result from it to 
Western Europe. 


We learn that Mr. Wanz intends leaving this country to 


resume his post at Peking on the 17th of August. He will 
proceed via Panama, 
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GALLE HARBOUR. 


WE observe with no little satisfaction that the repeated 
attempts to induce the home Government to grant some aid 
to the plan for improving Galle Harbour have at last been 
crowned with success. An Appropriation Bill has been in- 
troduced into the House of Commons, and was read a second 
time on the 2nd instant ; and, close as we are on the end of 
the Session, we hope to see it carried through all its stages 
before the prorogation of Parliament takes place, as it is 
anxiously waited for in Ceylon, where Sir H. Ropinson is 
prepared to commence operations as soon as he gets this 
formal sanction for them. The measure has been prepared 
by Mr. Dopsoy, Mr. Grant Durr, and Mr. STANSFELD ; it 
empowers the Public Works Loan Commissioners to advance 
@ quarter of a million on interest at the rate of 34 per cent. 
per annum, and the principal is to be replaced by thirty-five 
equal annual instalments. No money is to be advanced until 
the Government and Council of Ceylon shall have made an 
ordinance, providing that the principal and interest of the 
money so advanced shall be charged on the general revenue 
of the colony ; and that the GovERNor may, if necessary, 
raise further additional sums by taxation ; aud also that the 
money advanced shall exclusively be used for improving the 
harbour of Galle. We presume that before the Bill was 
drawn it was ascertained that these conditions would be 
acceptable to the colonists, and in that case the required local 
ordinance will soon be passed. The breakwater will, we 
understand, be built on the plans of Captain CxiarKg, of the 
Admiralty. The dangerous nature of the anchorage at Galle 
renders it advisable to proceed with the work as rapidly as 
possible ; that it should have been so long neglected is a 
serious reproach to the Government. 


In the House of Commons, on Monday last, the UNDER 
SgurErary for ForgiaN AFFAIRS was questioned as to the 
probable opening of the Suez Canal in November. Mr. Or- 
way said he had no official information, but “there was rea- 
“gon to doubt whether the works would be sufficiently ad- 
“vanced to warrant the canal being opened for general navi- 
“ gation on the 17th November.” The Empress, it is stated, 
will reach Constantinople from Marseilles on the 20th of 
September. From Constantinople she will proceed to 
Smyrna to pass a day or two en route to the coast of Syria, 
and will spend a fortnight at Jerusalem or in visiting the 
holy places in the neighbourhood. This programme would 
make the date of her arrival at Alexandria about the 20th 
of October, and, as the opening of the Suez Canal does not 
take place till the middle of November, the intervening time 
will most likely be passed in an excursion up the Nile. 
The Empress will be accompanied by Prince and Princess 
ACHILLE Murat and by General Fteury. The screw frigate 
Ariadne wos recently ordered to be kept in readiness to con- 
vey a member of our Royal family to Port Said, but it is 
rumoured that the order has been countermanded. 





Tae Liverpool Chamber of Commerce, in its report pre- 
pared for presentation at the general meeting to be held this 
month, devotes a section to the question of trade with the 
Shan States and Western China. The Council announce that 
they have now, for the eighth time, memorialised the Govern- 
ment in favour of the opening up of the Rangoon-Kianhung 
route, and praying more especially that the survey left incom- 
plete in 1867 may be resumed under the direction of an expe- 
rienced English railway engineer ; that proper assurances be con- 
veyed to the King of Burman, by an Envoy of suitable rank, 
as to the peaceful nature of the motives by which the opera- 
tion is prompted ; and that the Indian Government be in- 
structed to aid, instead of obstructing, the operations. The 
question was brought under discussion lately by Mr. Bains 
in the House of Commons, but, as usual, failed to procure 
fair consideration. Mr. Grant Durr of course took the 
Indian-official view, and there was no one there able to con- 
trovert his statements, so he had it all his own way. 





Hsp Masraty’s ship Ocean has been more than three years 
in commission, but she will not leave China until relieved by 
an ironclad—probably, it is now said, by the Penelope, a vessel 
pronounced by competent authorities to be better adapted for 
the station than any other ship in the navy. 
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THE underground works of Mont Cenis are carried on with 
increasing spirit and energy. The opening of the great 
tunnel for the locomotive befure July, 1871, is confidently 
predicted. The Italian Minister of Public Works is hasten- 
ing the construction of the railway from Susa to Bardon- 
néche, the southern opening of the tunnel; a guarantee, 
it is understood, being given that the grand opening will 
be completed and the whole properly walled and strengthened 
by the time this railway is finished. The French Govern- 
ment has given similar pledges as to the northern opening 
at Modane. 








ROMANISM IN SZECHUEN. 

Some further particulars have lately been received of the recent 
massacre of the native Christians in Western China, and form the sub- 
It seems that fora 
long time a good deal of ill-feeling has existed between the native 
Christians and the mandarins, having ita rise in the very natural 


jealousy felt by the latter at the great power and influence pos- 


sessed by the Christians, whom they accuse of being virtually re- 
bela against the Government. Some trifling matter of dispute be- 
tween the Christians and their unconverted countrymen fanned the 
smouldering quarrel into a flame. A Foreign priest, with more zeal 
than discretion, undertook to advocate the Christians’ part before 
the mandarins, and not getting the aasistance he expected, armed 
his converts; upon which the mandarin washed his hands of the 
whole affair, telling them that as they had taken the law into their own 
hands they must not look for protection from the authorities. The 
Christians, perceiving the mistake they had made, immediately dis- 
armed, and again threw themselves on the protection of the magistrate. 
But it was too late—the ball had been set rolling. Suddenly one 
night the church, in which were some of the Christians, was attacked, 
and burnt to the ground. Thirty-nine dead bodies were taken from 
amidst the ruins, amongst them that of M. Rigault, fearfully mati- 
lated, and without head or limbs. This occurred in January, and 
since that time a constant warfare has been kept up between the two 
parties. And as yet all efforts to establish peace have failed. There 
is no doubt that the native Christians do in a great measure bring 
these evils upon themselves, by their overbearing and insolent be- 
haviour to their fellow-countrymen and mandarins. And there 
is much reason to believe that many profess Christianity with 
the idea that by so doing they transfer their allegiance from the 
native aathorities to a foreign Power which is both able and willing to 
protect them against the exactions of their legitimate rulers. It is 


even gaid that lately, in Szechuen, ten thousand Chinamen have, 


with unquestionable loyalty, declared themselves converts to the 
Roman Catholic faith, with the avowed purpose of thereby pur- 
chasing the protection afforded by the Christian society. It is im- 
possible to speak too highly of the devotion and zeal of the Roman 
Catholic missionaries in China, and great allowances are to be made for 
the difficulties of their position. Yet it must be confessed that, in a 
great many instances, they help to foster in the minds of the natives 
the idea that they hold powers beyond thoge of teachers of the Gospel, 
As long as their bishops and dignitaries assume to themselves the titles 
and paraphernalia of temporal authority, so long will discontented and 
unraly Chinamen flock to their standard to rid themselves as they be- 
lieve of their obligations to the Emperor's Government, and so long 
will the mandarins entertain a deep and not unnatural jealousy of the 
missionaries and their converts. 








TREATY REVISION. 


(STANDARD, ) 

The Shanghai Chamber of Commerce does itself much credit by a 
temperate but powerful despatch to Sir Rutherford Alcock, our minister 
at Peking, in reference to the revision of the Tientsin Treaty. Sir 
Rutherford has been more remarkable for the great cleverness with 
which he has avoided any trouble with the Chinese authorities during 
his tenure of office than for energetic attempts to procure fresh faci- 
lities for Foreign commerce; but within the last year or two public 
opinion among the European residents in China has been a more active 
force than formerly, and Sir Rutherford has been so far stimulated by 
its influence that he has at all events shown great diligence in writing 
despatches to explain why various objects which the Europeans 
had in view could not be accomplished. For the last few years 
there have been streams of despatches from Peking, more or less 
susceptible of this description, addressed to local consuls for pro- 
mulgation amongst the communities over which they rale, or to 
the Chambers of Commerce at Hong Kong and Shanghai. In the 
present case, however, it is only fair to explain that the document 
emanating from the Shanghai Chamber (published within the last few 
days as a Parliamentary paper, together with Sir Rutherford’s reply) 
appears to have been written in answer to a request from the Minister 
that the Chamber would expound its views on certain points likely to 
be raised in the revision of the Tientain Treaty. That Sir Rutherford 
in hig answer should once more subside, as he does, into his old 
tone, and explain how the objection of the Chinese authorities to the 
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measures proposed is ineuperable, so that the wise course is to give 
up all attempts to press them, is only natural. At all events, he has 
elicited a good review of the existing situation in China, where capi- 
tal, civilisation and intelligence are waiting for permission to enter a 
country in which undeveloped resources and a teeming population 
are eagerly craving their advent, but where the pragmatic prohibi- 
tions of Asiatic officials keep back progress and maintain a dead- 
lock. Sir Rutherford has elicited this review of affairs, even if he 
has failed, as usual, to justify a policy of inaction. 

The Chamber first devotes itself, in answer to definite inquiries from 
the legation, to a consideration of various subsidiary ports along the 
course of the Yangtzse which might be opened to European trade in 
addition to those named in 1858. The authors of the despatch, how- 
ever, go beyond the limits of this subject, and reiterate various de- 
mands very familiar to all who have observed the progress of British 
relations in China. They dwell particularly on the small steamer 
grievance. The existing treaty entitles Foreigners to travel for the 

urposes of trade to all parts of the interior along the inland waters ; 
bat since the overthrow of the Taepings the Imperial Government has 
refused to permit Foreizners to travel under this clause in boats pro- 
pelled by steam. This is a frivolous and vexatious objection, which 
greatly impedes the development of trade, and which, it will be ob- 
served, was never thought of while the rebellion lasted. At that time 
the Peking Government found the small steamers of Europeans very 
useful, owing to the manner in which our Government sided with the 
Manchoo Tartar dynasty during the great struggle, but when the civil 
war was over the Chinese authorities, with the arrogance of a semi- 
civilised race relieved of its momentary difficulties, put down their 
foot upon the small steamers. Sir Rutherford either never fought the 
battle of the merchants or fought it so weakly that he never did any 
good. The steamers were driven off the inland waters and have never 
made tiueir way back again, many small boats which were especially 
built for the service lying useless on their owners’ hands. After noticing 
thia matter the Shanghai Chamber proceeds to enlarge upon the import- 
ance of throwing open the resources, particularly the mineral resources, 
of the Empire, to the capital and skill of Europe, pointing out with 
patience various plain truisms in reference to the good effect which 
such a measure of progress must have upon all persons concerned. 
This isthe keynote of the China question which we have often sounded 
already. Every concession which can be obtained for trade is a good 
thing in its way—good for the Chinaman, for the merchant, and the 
British manufacturer at home; but a far larger good lies behind. An 
enterprise immeasurably more glorious and interesting may be carried 


out whenever the British Government wakes up to a comprehension of 


the work before it, and begins to see what may be done with a country 
of infinite natural resources, inhabited by a docile and industrious, 
though a backward race, capable of providing an equally infinite supply 
of unskilled labour. 
his yamnn at Peking, appears to forget the interests of China as com- 
pletely as those of Kurope, writes that in reference to all the projects 
named the objection of the authorities is insuperable. 





COMMUNICATION BETWEEN INDIA AND 
WESTERN CHINA. 


(GLOBE.) 

If the Chinese do not reap the full benefits to be derived from un- 
restricted intercourse with foreign nations it is not the fault of British 
merchants. With untiring energy and indefatigable zeal they have 
advocated for adoption by turn every project that has been set on foot 
for opening up the hitherto impervious empire of China. To their 
eyes the trade of that country has been a mine of wealth in reserve, 
which, when the people of all other civilised nations have been sur- 
feited with Manchester goods and Birmingham wares, may afford yet 
another field for their enterprise. That time bas now come. The 
growing competition of other nations with British manufactures and 
trade in foreign markets is beginning to lessen the demand for English 
goods abroad, and hence is manifested a desire for a further extension 
of commercial enterprise. Naturally, then, their thoughts turn to 
China, the only wealthy and civilised country remaining through 
whose length and breadth our manufactures have not found their way. 
For though almost the whole seaboard is open to trade it is well known 
that foreign goods circulate only through the Eastern province, and do 
not by any means permeate freely through the country, and that the 
inhabitants of the provinces of Yunnan and Szechuen know as little by 
experience of our imports as we do of their products. That a vast 
trade has at various times been carried on in both provinces we are 
perfectly aware, and that it is capable, under circumstances other than 
those at present existing, of being developed to an almost unbounded 
extent, we have little doubt. The question then is, how are we to 
reach these rich fields, that we may draw from them their superfluous 
wealth in exchange for our manufactured goods? A glance at the 
map at once suggests the idea of opening a direct communication 
through Burmah to Western China. Such a route would have appa- 
rently many advantages. In the first place the distance being so much 
shorter, @ vast amount of time and money would be saved in the tran- 
sit; and next, the perils of navigating the notoriously dangerous China 
Sea would be avoided. 

These seeming advantages have long been recognised by the various 
Chambers of Commerce, at whose instigations partial surveys have 
been made and projects have been set on foot for the construction of 
railways and telegraphs along several routes, connecting Yunnan with 
our Indian provinces. Two may be mentioned here as being the only 
ones that under any circumstances could be made available. The 
first, and this the one brought under the notice of the House of Com- 
mons by Mr. Baines on Friday evening, is one which would connect 
in a straight line Rangoon and Kiang-hung, a Shan city close to the 
frontier of China, a distance of about 500 or 600 miles, the firat half 
of which would be through our own territory. The other is the old 
caravan route from ‘Lalifoo to Bhamo aud so down 800 miles of the 
Irrawaddy to Rangoon, 
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Sir Rutherford, however, who, in the seclusion of 


The engineering difficulties in the way of constructing a railway 
along the first of these proposed routes, although considerable, have 
been deemed to be not insuperable. It is on far other and more 
important grounds that successive Governments have refused to commis 
themselves to any action in the matter. They have even been unwil- 
ling to sanction a survey, foreseeing clearly that no immediate benefi- 
cial result could possibly follow therefrom, and that the extreme 
jealousy with which the King of Burmah watches all signs of encroach- 
ment on the part of the Indian Government would at once suggest to 
him that our object was rather to spy out the land than the opening of 
a commercial route. But supposing for an instant that the survey 
could be satisfactorily finished, from whence are to come the fands for 
the reconstruction of the line? It is impossible to suppose that any 
company could be formed to undertake the work without first receivi 
& guarantee from the Indian Government, and it could not be expec 
that at this time, when the Indian Government has great difficulty 
in supplying the aid necessary for the support of the more impor- 
tant lines within its own territories, it would be able to lend 
assistance to this undertaking. Again, the political condition of 
the countries through which the line would pass are so disturbed 
and unsettled that the trade must necessarily be infinitesimally small, 
and the communications, unless kept open by an armed force, would 
constantly be liable to be interrupted by contending clans and moun- 
tain robbers. And, lastly, the state of affairs in Yunnan precludes 
the possibility of the existence of any large trade for years to come. 
Since 1855, when the Mahomedan rebels gained possession of the pro- 
vince, it has been in a state of siege. Thus isolated from the rest of 
the Empire, and devastated by war, its trade has been destroyed, ita 
people impoverished, and its cities laid waste. Nor does there seem 
to be any probability of the speedy termination of this disorder. Of 
course with time these obstacles may disappear, the Mahomedan re- 
bellion may be crushed, the independent Shan States may again ac- 
knowledge the rule of the Chinese and Burmese Governments, and in 
these latter we may find allics able and willing to grant support for 
the construction and preservation of a line. But looking at the pre- 
sent position of affairs, we cannot but agree with the Government of 
India in thinking that the scheme has been brought forward a genera- 
tion too soon. 

While, however, we discard the idea of a railway as being at present 
impracticable, we believe that by the opening up of the old caravan 
route from Talifoo to Bhamo the trade with Western China may be 
developed to the full extent of which it is now capable. If this plan 
were carried out there would be no railway to make, and there would 
be, therefore, none to maintain. Consequently, the cost it would 
entail would be very trifling; and it has the distinct advantage that, 
while it secures the desired end as far as it is now possible, it is free 
from almost all the difficulties surrounding the railway project. 


FOREIGNERS IN CHINA. 

The Foreign-office has issued a fresh batch of reports of the present 
year from the Britiah Consuls in China. Their interest is chiefly 
commercial, but one or two of the reports refer to the position of 
Foreigners in the Chinese Empire, and particularly to the labours of 
the missionaries. Mr. Alabaster, reporting from Swatow (dated Marc 
31st), says :— 

“In communication with the interior great progress has already been 
made; eight years ago Foreigners were cooped up at Double Island 
and unable to land at Swatow even with safety, the mandarins and 
compradores combining to excite angry mobs to check every attempt 
to penetrate into the country. By degrees, chiefly owing to the ene’ 
of one of the merchants, a footing was obtained at Swatow, and the 
whole Foreign community is now settled there. In the course of years, 
and ag the result of various gunboat expeditions, it became safe for 
Foreigners to go wherever it was apparent that a vessel of war could 
come within a couple of thousand yards, and this year Foreignera have 
been able to go as far as Kia-ying-chow, some eighty miles in the in- 
terior. Missionaries go freely to all the cities in the neighbourhood 
except Tinghai or Chenhai, in the immediate vicinity, where per- 
sistent hostility is still manifested; and shooting, picnic, and explor- 
ing parties are treated with courtesy where a few years ago it was 
unsafe for them to pass. A few piratical villages remain to be brought 
to terms, and then the country will be as thoroughly open as any of 
the northern provinces. The opening of Chao-chow-foo has in a great 
measure contributed to this; for although the notification of its being 
open to Foreign trade and residence appeared only in December, it 
was practically open by the establishment of a consulate and an agency 
of an English firm there many months before, and mandarins seeing 
that we were determined to go, and the people seeing that going we 
did them no hurt, the opposition to Foreigners in the department has 
almost ceased.” 

On the subject of missions Mr. Alabaster writes :— 

**T have a word to say regarding the English, or rather Seotch, mis- 
sion established here, as ita progress and prosperity are largely, al- 
though indirectly, bound up with our commercial interests. tab- 
lished some ten years ago, its agent, Mr. Smith, even then, notwith- 
standing the irritation against Foreigners, maintained his position at 
Swatow, and the mission stations have since spread to all the districts 
round, and at great personal risk the footing of the mission has gradu- 
ally been made good. Nor has this been done by constant appeal to 
protecting gunboat; the Consul and authorities have from time to time 
been called on to extend protection, but it has ever been rather to 
prevent recurrence of violence than to obtain redrees—the missionaries 
seeking but the opportunity of being heard rather than of obtaining 
the punishment of those who, rather from ignorance than anything elae, 
had offered them insult or injury. By these means they have in many 
places obtained the good feeling of the people, who, led away by incon- 
siderate excitement, naturally expected to suffer the consequences of 
their violence, and in many of their chapels they are far more secure 
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than they would have been had an army marched in to exact satisfac- 

. tion for the opposition offered to their entry. And in another way they 
have obtained powerful support, in their carefal abstaining from 
interference in the temporal concerns of their converts; for although, 
had they always been ready to take up the case of a professing 
Christian with the Consula and authorities, they would probably 
have numbered many more nominal converts, they would have 
had no secarity for the sincerity of their followers, and would 
have been regarded with jealousy and resentment by the manda- 
ring, instead of, as at present, with toleration and even friendship. 
From two labourers their number has been increased to four, and 
while one is always present at the hospital and headquarters in Swa- 
tow, the others visit the out-stations and make tours through the 
country, preaching and distributing Bibles and tracts ; and, although 
it is impossible to rightly estimate the extent of their work by a state- 
ment of the number of their chapels and congregations, ita effects can 
be and are felt by the community generally in the spread of the good 
report of Foreigners, and the accustoming of the people to them in a 
favourable light in places heretofore inaccessible to us, and which, 
had less judicious agents visited them first, might atill have remained 
closed to us. long as the missionaries devote themselves to the 
preaching of the Gospel they must succeed, and the merchant, the 
traveller, and the official will always find the way smoother before him 
where an honoet missionary has gone before.”

We are now in the midst of the holiday season, and as ueual under 
such circumstances there is an absolute dearth of any interesting poli- 
tical news. All who can afford it go out of town, and even leave the 
country for Germany or Switzerland. The railway stations are more 
busy than ever, and the solitude of the watering places, Scheveningen, 
Zandvoort, and even Domburg is disturbed by a welcome invasion of 
compatriots and foreigners. The papers are filled up with reports 
about shooting matches of our voluntcers and riflemen, athletic sports, 
races, concerts, &c. In vain we seek for any interesting item whilat 
we yawn over our newspapera. The great object of the public now is 
to procure health, rest, change and amusement. The only item worth 
being mentioned is, that the Opposition papers spread the rumour 
that a large number of firat rate Ameterdam and Rotterdam trading 
houses have requested the Minister of the Colonial Department to 
order that the announced auction of coffee which will be held this 
month by the Trading Company shall be dclayed till September or 
October, because the stock is too large now for the August sale to give 
a good result, It is also ascertained that the Minister has declined to 
grant this request.

It is announced that the final dividend of 7s. in the pound 
(making with the previous dividend 17s.in the pound) is in course 
of payment to the creditors of the Commercial Bank Corporation 
of India and the East, at the offices of the official liquidator, 13, 
Gresham-street. 

In the Rolls Court, last week, a compromise was sanctioned 
by Mr. Church between the liquidators of the Commercial Bank Cor- 
poration and Mr. E. M. Smith, Mr. Smith was indebted to the bank 
in the sum of £7,922, and as security a lien was held on land at 
Shanghai, which a short time ago was valuable, but which had 
greatly depreciated, and which was said to be now only worth 
about £5,000. Mr. Smith now gave power to sell the land, and it 
Was arranged that on the payment of £300 at Shanghai on the 
31st of December next he and his sureties should be discharged 
from all further liability. 

At the general meeting of the Credit Foncier, held last week, 
the shareholders learned for the first time the agreeable intelligence 
that some of the old directors had agreed to pay £50,500, with 
£1,500 costs, as a compromise for the demands upon them. The 
chairman further announced that he hoped to recover the best 
part of £20,000 more from other directors. The directors with 
whom the agreement has been concluded are the Right Hon. J. 
Stuart Wortley, and Messrs. Albert Grant, Edward Warner, Wil- 
liam Harrison, W. Dent, and Henry Pownall. A resolution was 
passed empowering the directors to divide £30,000 of the money 
60 obtained amongst the shareholders as a bonus, being at the 
rate of 3 per cent. per annum. The meeting was subsequently 
made special, when the arrangements between the directors and 
the ex-directors were agreed to. 

It is announced that the French Atlantic Cable willbe open to 
the public for the transmission of despatches on the 15th instant, 
The rate is to be forty francs for ten words, and four francs for 
each additional word. Numbers may be expressed by figures, 
and, in accordance with the dispositions of the Vienna Telegraphic 
Convention, five figures will count as one word. 

The tenders for £325,000 in bills on India were received yes- 
terday at the Bank of England, when the amounts allotted were 
—to Calcutta, £224,800, and to Madras £100,200. The minimum 
price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 10Zd. on Calcutta and Madras, 
and tenders on those Presidencies at 1s. 113d. will receive about 
52 {per cent., and all above that price in full. These results 
show a slight diminution in the demand for means of remittance 
to the East. 

A portion of the Mexican dollars brought by the West Indian 
steamer, and also of those reserved from the previous large arrival, 
have been sold at 593d. per ounce, showing a decline of jd. 

The failure is announced of Messrs. Franghiadi and Rodoca- 
nachi, Greek merchants, of New Broad-street, with liabilities to 
the amount of about £260,000. In the circular issued to the 
creditors it is stated that the stoppage has arisen solely in con- 
sequence of the inexplicable conduct of Mr. B. M. Rodocanachi, 
the partner at Rio, who has represented the firm there since 1847, 
It appears that he has drawn upon the house here to the extent 
of about £150,000, including a considerable amount of paper 
which has just come to hand by the Brazilian packet, Za Plata, 
while the promised large remittances have not arrived, although 
fully £40,000 in specie was expected by that vessel, having been 
insured here a short time ago by direction of Mr. B. M. Rodoca- 
nachi. Pending the receipt of explanations from Rio, no reliable 
estimate can be formed of the probable result of the liquidation, 
but it is expected to prove favourable, owing to the large means 
of the partners in England. The firm has been established up- 
wards of fifty years, Its chief trade is with Brazil, but we believe 
there were connections in China also. 

The ‘amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Dehi from Southampton on the 7th inst., was in gold, to Ma 
dras, £1,464 ; in silver, to Hong Kong, £25,105.
